A BTOEY OP THE 8USQUDIJANNA, 


One of the most rosiest dreams that 


ever enraptured tho inlndHof Southey 
and Cowpor was tho scliwne they plan- 
ned to found a colony on tho banks of 
th'e Busquohanna rlvor. To thorn such 
a beautiful name could not fall to bo as- 
sociated with all that was pleasing to a 
poetic temperament- with 
tin nosing 
scenery, pastorals in meadows; idyls in 
bodks, and tragedies in steep crags and 
o'er-hanging rocks. When Itobert Col- 
yftr first oamo to America his great 
longlngVas to visit tho Huwiuohanna 
river. To him. tho music of tho name 
was an assurance for tho beauty of tho 
stream. And thus it was with a host of 
others, The name, indeed, long ago 
crossed the Atlantic, and gavo the river 
a reputation scarcely second to any in 
this country of rivers, Tho vivid im- 
agination of the Indian, forlilo a» it al- 
ways is in harmonics, hnfl christened no 
watercourse more beautifully than this; 
and perhaps tho superior aid of the 
Great Spirit was Invoked to find a name 
which would most fittingly interpret its 
many and picturesque charms, But 
aside from these harmonies of sound 
and symphonies of landscape, there is u 
more practical interest which loVos the 
Hiiflqnohanna with no loss constant de- 
votlonfor tho abundance of its Ilsh which 
tho plontoousness of its water-fowrund 
haunt its covos and swim upon its 
broad and rostlosa surface, It Is in the 
lower portion of this river that tho wild 
duck, both in quantity and quality, in 
fonndiinsurpassed, The water-crosses, 
which grow in abundance along tho 
shores, impart to tho meat of tho fowl 
that delicate flavor which IH tho source 
of so much enthusiasm to tho gastrono- 
mer, as well as to tho plain every day 
individual who has not made eating a 
fine art. Further down Iho (.Jhosapeako, 
whoro tho crosses do not grow so plenti- 


fully, this distinctive flavor is lost, and 
tho ducks do not afford tho sarno pleas- 
ure which IH found In tho fowl of tho 
hJUHqiiohanna. 


Tho principal town along tho river 


and the central point of tho duck-shoot- 
ing region is Havre-de-Graco, a quaint 
and charming place, settled by tho 
Jesuits, named i>y Lafayolto, ami now 
inhabited by an opon-heartod. hospita- 
ble people, whoso philosophy clings 
closely to tlio principles of industry, 
honesty, local option and good living.

man hae received as gifts in tho 
shape of houses and presents to the 
value pf $50,000 since he hat hold 
hirpresent place as General of the 
Army. This, pf course, dpcs npt in- 
clude the diamonds given to his 
daughter, Mrs, Fitcb, by the 
Khe- 


dive of Egypt, and since 'divided up 
in sets, a sot for each of his daugh- 
ters, 
These diamonds are worth 


more than $4.0,000. For tho past 
fifteen years he has received a salary 
of $17,1)00 per year. He will con- 
tinue to receive this princely salary 
as long as bo lives, as his retirement 
docs sot affect it in acy way, Two 
of his daughter—ono who lives with 
her husband m Philadelphia, and 
Mrs, Fitcb, who lives in St, Louis- 
are wealthy on their own account. 


General Sherman has been a very 


careful liver, and has spent but little 
money. 
For a grcst part of the 


time be spent bore he bas occupied 
a suite of rooms at a hotel, living in 
a modest and inexpensive way,

Tbo Effect of Tobaooo on Children. 


Dr, G, Decaisno has submitted to 


tho Society of Public Medicine the 
results of some interesting observa- 
tions concerning the effects due to 
tbe use of tobacco among boys. 
Thirty-oigkfc youths wore placed in 
his charge, whoso agea varied from 
nine to fifteen, and who were in the 
habit of smoking, though the abuse 
of tobacco varied in each case. The 
eflects, of course, also varied, but 
were very emphatic with twenty- 
seven put of the thirty-seven boys, 
With twenty-two patients there was 
a decided disturbance of the circul- 
ation, bruit at the carotids, palpita- 
tion of the heart, deficiencies of 
digestion, sluggishness of the intel- 
lect, »n<J.a Graying, mpre or less 
pronounced, for alcoholic stimulants. 
In thirteen instances there wasaa 
intermittent pujse. Abalysti of the 
blood showed in efgbt cases a nota- 
ble falling off in the normal of red 
corpuscles. 
Twplve »pys su^ered 


frequently from bleeding of the nose. 
Ten complained of agitated sleep 
and constant nlgbtmar*. Poor boys 
had ulcerated mouths, and on* of the 
children became the victim of pul- 
monary phthisis, a fact which Dr. 
Decalsne attributed to the great de- 
terioration of the blood produced by 
prolonged and excessive use of to- 
bocco. As tntto children were all 
more or less lymphatic, It waa not 
possible to wtabllsh a comparison 
according *a temperamept; but of

Timber should be free from 
blemishes, as "clefts," or cracks radi- 
ating from the center: "cup shakes," 
or cracks which partially separate one 
layer from another; "upsets," where 
the fibres have been crippled by com- 
pression; "wind galls,"or wounds.ih a 
layer of wood, which have been 'cov- 
ered and concealed by the growth of 
subsequent layers over them; and hol- 
low or spongy places in the center or 
elsewhere, indicating the commence- 
ment of decay.

The question hat often been a»ked 


"what was to be done with the fif- 
teen hundred acres of land reclaimed 
by filling tho Potomac Flat*." Pro- 
fessor Baird, of tho Smithsonian, bos 
worked out a sensible solution, by 
suggesting a portion of it as a "Zoo." 
In 1870 Congress passed an act in* 
corporating "A Zoological Society in 
tho city of Washington." Its char- 
ter privileges are very liberal as to 
admission fees, tho importation duty 
fees of animals, birds, etc, The So- 
ciety is required tu do all in its pow 
er to introduce valuable animals, 
poultry and birds, to furnish the 
same to persons or societies at the 
least possible cost. Congress will 
be asked at the next session, to 
grant tho uso of the grounds and 
to aid the enterprise. Tho mildness 
of the climate, the facilities ior bav 
ing lakes and ponds, will make it i 
fine location for circus proprietors to 
winter their animals. 
The largo 


crowds who gather hero to spend tbe 
winter would find in this collection 
much to interest, and it would in 
time furnish hero at the Capital 
through and under the management 
of tho Smithsonian Institute, a col 
lection of rare living curiosities un- 
equalod in tho world.

THB CONVICT CONTRACT 6YSTKM, 


It Is worthy of noto that while Ohio 


Is seriously discussing the abolition of 
the prison contract system, other 
States are examining into the working 
of it with a view to adopting It. Ward 
en Hoyt of the Colorado State prison 
located at Canon City, Is tbe guest of 
Warden Thomas, coming to Ohio for 
tbe purpose of Investigating into tbe 
workings and details of the contract 
labor system, with a view to putting it 
In operation in that State. There are 
about 325 prisoners confined in tbe 
Colorado penitentiary, wbo bave been 
employed at minor work about the in- 
stitution; but It was found Impossible 
to get something for all to do, and to 
obviate tbli U wu decided to introduce 
tbe contract system of letting prison- 
ers. Mr. Hoyt has visited tbe prisons 
of New York, Illinois, and Ohio, and 
/ound the^contract system in use in all 
these prisons1, He said that we la Ohio 
would regret the day *e ever abolish 
ed it. Toe law of Colorado' only re- 
stricts the labor of convicts to State 
ground, and tbe Warden proposes to 
make individual contracts with the 
men for tbe labor of tbe convict* on 
bis own responsibility.

made for-patients of mechanical tastes, 
as well is tbose wbo prefer outdoor 
work, but agriculture offers tbe most 
wholesome occupation for tbe greater 
part of tbe asylum population. 
A 


system which would permit tbe inmates 
of the asylum to receive a part of tbe 
proceeds of bis Industry ts bis own 
would excite tbe Interest of many in 
their work, and judicious management 
would make daily useful employment 
a source of pleasure* rather that a 
cause for disliko. A prominent En- 
glish expert advises that work be 
compulsory ior lunation even in private 
asylums, because of Its curative value. 
In a country where there are not less 
than 100,000 persons in dbe various 
stages of insanity the subject • of work 
for tbe Insane must engage general in- 
terest.

pa«t year, and still more land will 
be planted next Bprlng. A million 
gallons of molasses will also bo pro- 
duced, which is sold in Now York 
for 42 cents a gallon. By keeping 
•cveral hundred hogs tho company 
is able to use all tho Boetl, which 
correspond!* to tho oars in a corn- 
stalk, for feed, and the sugar stalks 
aru thus obtained without cost. The 
immense proflt which can be thus 
obtained Induce the Rio Grande 
company to extend its operations, 
Other capitalists are becoming Inter- 
ested, and the prospects aro good for 
tho establishment of other like estab- 
lishments very rapidly. Among tho 
most interested visitors in tho parly
